ment loss was very heavy.

The 
generally accepted theory is that there 
was an explosion of dust in the seed 
store 
The crash came w ith less than 
one m inute's w arning and Mr. Leonard, 
who noticed the walls shift slightly, 
called to his employes to run for their 
lives and w ithout a seconds delay they 
all rushed for the street, 
the last of 
them getting through the dooiway just 
in time. 
A tter reaching the street the women 
employes of Leonard’s rushed into the 
home of Mrs. 
Agnes W helan. 
Mrs. 
W helan noticed th at the house was in 
danger and refused to allow the women 
to remain. 
Less than half a m inute 
later the east wall fell and the house, 
together w ith the adjoining one, was 
buried beneath the ruins. 
Adjoining Mrs. W helan’s house and 
next to the seed building store is a two- 
story fram e structure occupied by Kelso 
Bros , dealers in paper. 
A num ber of 
young girls and tw o men were at work 
at the limo and a panic followed in their 
efforts to escape 
The tw o men sm ash­ 
ed the windows and in th at way rescued 
the girls. 
The firemen w orking in the ruins 
found the body of a man under the 
debris of the office of the New England 
mills. 
It was too badly burned to ad­ 
m it of identification, but from the posi­ 
tion in which it was found it is supposed 
to be th at of Mr Hanson, proprietor of 
the mills.

I h a N o m in a t io n . 
W ashington, Nov. 2. —Vice President 
Hobart's announcem ent through m ent­ 
he! s of his fam ily of his retirem ent from 
public life will make it necessary for 
the Republican national convention to 
choose another running m ate for Presi­ 
dent McKinley, should the president Is* 
nominated next year. 
It will aieo ne­ 
cessitate the choioe of another president 
pro tempore by the senate to preside 
over its deliberations until a new vice 
president takes office 
Republican poli­ 
ticians are practically agreed th at Mr. 
H obart’s successor next year m ust come 
from New York state. 
Senator P latt was in the city and it 
ie understood th at candidates was dis­ 
cussed 
If Governor Roosevelt had not 
so clearly indicated his disinclination to 
accept the second place on the ticket,he 
would lie an im portant factor in the 
speculations as to the candidates. 
His 
nomination is regarded, however, as 
ricing practically out of the question 
-and the two men most discussed are 
Secretary Root and Frederick G rant. 
W hich one of them 
receives 
the 
Republican nom ination may depend on 
the fortunes of war iii the Philippines. 
There are men who have served w ith 
General G rant since his appointm ent to 
the army, who believe 4th a t he 
has 
inherited to a great degree the m ilitary 
genius of his father, and th a t all he 
needs is ail opportunity. 
He has not 
thus far had a chance to show w hether 
these opinions are well founded, but if 
should command the troops in some 
brilliant action against the Filipinos 
or perhaps direct the final movements 
in overwhelm ing the insurrection, there 
is little doubt th at he would be the man 
selected. 
Should this opportunity not 
come to G eneral G rapt and should the 
Philippine war end successfully w ithin 
the next few months the nomination 
would probably be given to Secretary 
Root who infused new life into the war 
departm ent and whose zeal in enlisting 
and sending forw ard reinforcem ents has 
made it possible for G eneral Otis to un­ 
dertake an aggressive cam paign. 
There

Mr. H obart will be greatly missed in 
the senate. 
Probably never in the his­ 
tory of the country, aud certainly not 
in recent years, has a presiding officer

Mr. H obart has made an 
excellent presiding officer,

the details of the senate’s business, 
rules and traditions and none of his ru l­ 
ings has been questioned. 
Upon the occasion of the vice presi­ 
dent’s first absence after the beginning 
of each congress the senate elects a pres­ 
ident pro tempore who occupies the 
chair whenever the vice president is

Senator Frye of Maine was the 
president pro tempore in the last cou- 
congress, and he will w ithout doubt be 
reelected for the new congress and will 
be the real presiding officer of the sen­ 
ate until March 4. 1901.
